WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  remain  only  four  houses,  all  in  the  isolated  parts  of  the  area,  without  mains  water. 

Mains  water  is  supplied  by  the  Manchester  Corporation,  and  a constant  supply  of  excellent 
quality  is  maintained.  Supply  is  in  all  cases  direct  to  the  houses,  standpipes  being  non-existent 
in  the  area. 


I am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  of  the  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  for  the  following 
information  with  regard  to  the  supply:- 

II  The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory,  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity, 

69  samples  of  water  on  distribution  were  examined  bacterio logically,  and  of  these 
59  were  free  from  coli  in  100  mis.  of  water.  The  remaining  samples  contained 
small  counts  of  coli  of  the  non-faecal  type,  which  results  were  due  to  disturbed 
conditions  in  the  mains,  arising  from  strong  flushing  following  the  lining  of  pipes. 
These  coli  are  capable  of  growing  in  deposits  in  the  mains  during  the  warmer  periods 
of  the  year,  namely  from  June  to  September, 

The  supply  is  Thirlmoro  water,  and  is  neutralised  with  hydrated  lime  to  a pH  value 
of  about  7.5,  and  the  amount  of  lead  found  in  the  water  after  standing  overnight  in 
lead  service  pipes  was  0,05  or  0.06  p. p.m.  as  Pb.  “ 


SEWERAGE  ANO  SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. 

Tho  scheme  for  rosowerago  of  the  district  was  completed  during  the  year  with  the  laying  of 
190  yards  foul  sewer  on  Moss  Lane,

There  is  now  only  ono  factory  chimney  in  the  area  and  no  nuisance  has  arisen  during  the 

year. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS  AND  OTHER  INSECT  PESTS. 

No  cases  of  bug  infestation  were  discovered  during  the  year.  The  help  of  the  Department 
was  sought  on  25  occasions  in  eliminating  other  insects  including  wasps  - D.D.T.,  Zaldecide  and  Cymag 
were  successfully  used.  The  Council's  Refuse  Tip  was  entirely  without  crickets  during  the  year. 


PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE  CONTROLLED  BY 
BYELAWS  AND  REGULATIONS. 

There  are  several  stables  and  one  knacker's  yard  in  the  district. 

Removal  of  refuse  is  undertaken  at  very  frequent  intervals.  In  addition  attention  was 
directed  to  the  small  number  of  premises  where  pigs  arc  now  being  kept  by  domestic  pig  keepers. 

In  all  166  inspections  were  made  to  the  knackers  yard,  stablos,  piggeries,  and  other  premises  where 
animals  are  being  kept. 

One  Rag  Dealer's  premises  is  registered  and  this  business  was  carried  on  quite  satisfactorily. 
Two  Metal  Dealer's  premises  are  registered,  and  subject  to  inspection  of  premises  and 

records.

In  the  case  of  the  one  unsatisfactory  sample,  the  milk  was  produced  outside  the  district;  the 
matter  was  referred  to  the  County  Milk  Advisory  Officer.  The  7 samples  submitted  for  tubercle  bacilli 
examination  proved  negatire-  only  one  out  of  the  last  89  samples  since  1943  has  been  affected. 


All  the  examinations  wore  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester, 
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ICE  C REAM  PREMISES. 


1 manufacturer  has  ceased  tc  make  his  own  supply  during  the  year,  and  Ice  Cream  is  now 
manufacturered  for  sale  at  3 premises  in  the  district.  In  2 cases  the  hot  mix  is  used  and  in  1 case 
heat  treated  cold  mix  is  used  in  accordance  with  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  19A7. 

Ice  cream  is  also  sold  at  18  other  premises  in  the  district,  in  each  case  under  satisfactory  conditions  - 
in  1.5  of  those  premises  only  prepacked  Ice  Cream  is  sold. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  are  no  registered  or  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  Butchers  obtain  their 
meat  supplies  from  Altrincham.  35  visits  have  been  made  to  the  shops,  and  the  meat  exposed  for  sale  was 
of  reasonable  quality.  1 visit  was  paid  to  farm  premises  to  inspect  pigs  slaughtered  for  home 
consumpti on.

Cleansing  of  3 bakehouses  followed  informal  action  and  structural  improvement  was  effected  at  2 bakehouses 
after  representations  by  the  Department.  Running  hot  water  was  provided  at  two  food  premises  after 

interview  with  the  occupiers  of  the  premises  in  question.

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Summarising  these  results  Hr.  Hallard  reports  as  f o l Lows : - 

" Among  the  samples  taken  were  two  sampLes  of  'Ice  Lollies'  and  two  of  'Ice  Lollie 
Compound'.  All  these  sampLes  were  incidental  to  the  one  case.  Although  the 
ajority  of  foodstuffs  are  controlled  by  Ministry  of  Food  Orders,  there  is  no  standard 
composition  for  this  particular  confectionery.  Even  so  the  Public  Analyst  is  alert 
to  the  possibility  of  metallic  contamination  and  in  each  of  the  above  samples  zinc 
was  present  - more  so  in  the  case  of  the  fruit  flavoured  Lollie  compound.  Enquiries 
from  the  Marketers  of  this  article  showed  that  the  contamination  was  due  to  the  action 
of  fruit  acid  on  the  galvanised  containers  used  on  importation  and  they  have  now 
undertaken  to  make  frequent  analyses  of  raw  materials  before  use  and  also  of  the  final 
product  before  it  Loaves  their  premises. 

The  remaining  33  samples  including  some  23  milks  were  each  reported  to  be  of  a 
genuine  and  satisfactory  nature.  " 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE. 

The  Council  maintained  weekly  empyting  of  ashbins  throughout  the  year.  The  service  now  has 
three  S.  & 0.  Freighters. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority  over  the  whole  district. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  - available  tipping  space  is  becoming  short  and 
a causeway  is  being  created  across  the  pond  by  the  tipping  of  suitable  inorganic  material  in  preparation 
for  the  day  when  other  tipping  space  has  been  fully  utilised.

In  Ilarch  a maintenance  treatment  was  effected  by  baiting  28  manholes,  with 
subsequent  "poisoning11  in  16  of  these, 

A 10£  test  was  conducted  in  September  and  revealed  evidence  of  rats  in  2 out 
of  68  manholes  baited,  there  being  600  foul  sewer  manholes  in  the  area.
